GOVERNMENT OWNERSHIP 


It is about time we were all looking this 
government Ownership chimera right square in 
the eye and quit kidding ourselves. Govern- 
ment ownership ‘is. “a “beautiful theory, and it 
ought to work out in practice, but it don’t, It 
never has, it does not now, and it never will un- 
tit human nature |g. different than it is now, and 
people get honest enough to handle and expend 
public money with the same efficiency and 
economy as they do their own, This they never 
have done yet, are not doing now, and the 
chances of their ever doing it are ‘mighty slim. 

Government ought to be business, but it is 
not—it ia poltics, Government ought to be 
run by business men, but it is not—it is run 
by politicians, and all politclans spend all the 
money they can tax out of the people and holler 


_ for more. 


We have an excellent example of all this in 
the government operation of the railroads, the 
net result -being about a billion dollar deficit. 
The railroad magnates ,and companies were bad 
enough, Lord knows, but the government has 
been $worse. The railroads robbed us, of bun- 
dreds of millions and the government manipula- 
tion of them robs us of billions. Millions are 
preferable to billions. Between two evils choose 
the least, 

That the railroad owners conspired to run the 
bill up into hundreds of millions more than it 
should be,-we all know and bélieve—but where 
was the railroad administration’ department of 
the government all that time, to allow any such 
business? It either did not care or stood in 


with it, whichever angle one wishes to take. It 


has been either asleep at the switch or dishonest, 
and in either event the result to the people in the 
same, 

There are 200,000 more railroad emsplayees 
today than there is any earthly use for—all 


because of politics—and all drawing aglaries

-And_this being true, aa has. been amply demon-- 
strated, probably the “nearest to justice’ and — 
efficiency the general public. can: hope to: get: out 
of it is by: strict government supervision and 


“regulation. - 


Regulation and. supervision has remedied many 
‘of the old evils, but ownership and operation 
turns out to be just one more great big socialistic 
pipe dream. 

The» banana peel we slipped up on was the 
idea. we got in: our heads that by some hocus- 
pocus ‘the politicians could be made over into 
honest and efficient business men.» It can’t be 
done, any more than you can scrub the spots 
off the leopard.

The annual consumption of meat in 
the United Kingdom before the war 
was about 1,800,000 tons, say the im- 
porters, It is now only 1,200,000 tons.
